It's 
made by General Radio and the model is 583A. It appears to be an AF 
bridge. I say that because it has an impedance scale on it from 25 to 200 
ohms, 

a four position multiplier and the meter reads in milliwatts. It also has 
a four position 

multiplier for the meter that reads out in dB. .1 to 100 multiplier for the 
meter ranges. 

It uses a pair of binding posts for connection. GR built this in a solid 
wood case 

approximately 8 X 10 inches and the front panel is 1/4" thick and black 
crackle finish. 

The case has some scratches in it and somebody has removed a tag from the 
front panel.

Does anyone have anything on the Harvey Wells AR-10-A 
Aircraft Receiver? This is a fairly sophoisticated radio. 
Uses metal tubes, 6K7, 6A8, etc. Tunes 195-415KC, 
2500-4500KC, and 4500-8000KC plus a number of crystal 
controlled channels. 5 x 8 x 22 inches deep. Tubes have 
1941 and 1943 date codes. 


I have the RX, rack, control box, and tuning unit, plus 
connectors. Here's the problem: Tuning head has large size 
spline-shaft fittings similar to ARB, RU, etc. However, 
front of radio has a notched flange with a bevel gear 
sticking out of it as if I'm missing the rest of a 
right-angle fitting. 


I'd like to get this set going, but it won't be much fun 
without the tuning cable hooked up.

I have several of the PRC-34/PRC-36 sets. They are not common at all. While 
there seems to be a few of them in collections, I am not sure they were ever 
fielded. The Museum at Fort Monmouth has a bunch of them (maybe 8 or so), 
again, at least to me, implying that they were not fielded. To me, it is a 
neat radio, as it exhibits the transition between solid state and tube type 
technology. Fort Monmouth evidently contracted RCA in Camden to make them, 
as all of the data I have seems to reflect that concept. I have some of the 
original RCA blue-prints of the schematic of the set, as well as some 
original prototype modules. There were very minor differences between the 34 
and the 36. I am sure your friend's manual covers them both, as I have a 
copy of the same manual, so, I will not repeat all the information here. My 
prototypes, and initial documentation came from a ham that lived in 
Manassas, when I did. He was evidently key in the development process of the 
radio.
